JFK Hails Titovs 
Flight Into Space 
A t D.C. Welcome 


WASHINGTON (UPD— President John F. Kennedy 
welcomed Soviet cosmonaut Gherman Titov to the na- 
tion s capital today and voiced his admiration for the 
Red Army major's 17-orbit flight around the earth. 


Titov was taken to the White House by U. S. astro­ 
naut John H. Glenn Jr. who previously gave the Russian 
a short course in U.S. history and showed him some of 
this country's pioneer space equipment. 


The State Department disclosed meanwhile that it 
had suggested that Titov visit Cape Canaveral and three 
other U.S. space age facilities but that the Russian em­ 
bassy had declined. 
U.S. 
officials said they assumed this meant the 
Soviets wanted to avoid a precedent which would oblige 
them to open their rocket and missile launching facilties 
to visits by Lt. Col. John H. Glenn Jr. or other American 
astronauts. The State Department said, however, that 


it did not ask for “reciprocity.” j

Doctors Agree On Aged Health 


Need— But Differ On Methods 


Two 
d o c t o r s last 
night 
agreed that legislation is neces­ 
sary to provide medical c a r e ; 
for the aged— but disagreed on 
the number who need such aid 
and which 
legislation should 
provide it. 
Dr 
W a rre n 
L. 
Bostick 
of 
San Rafael, past president of 
the California Medical Assn . 
m aintained that three-fourths' 
of those over 65 are provided 
for and that the medical prob­ 
lems of the r e m a in d e r can be 
taken care of u n d e r the Kerr- 
Mills Act. 


Dr. Robert Mishell of Palo 


Alto, internal medicine special­ 
ist at Stanford University, d e ­ 
clared that most persons over 
65 cannot afford medical care, 
that the Kerr-Mills Act is in­ 
adequate and that there is a 


crying need for passage of the 
King-Anderson b ill 
The King-Anderson bill, now j 
before the House Ways and 
Means Committee, would p ro ­ 
vide hospitalization for all so­ 
cial security recipients over 65 
u nder the social security p ro ­ 
gram. 
The Kerr-Mills Act, >n effect 
in 26 states, provides medical 
care for those over 65 who are 
needy and is paid for out of 
general taxation, 


"One of the tragedies of so­ 
cial security is t h a t it puts 
those over 65 on the shelf, 
Bostick said. 


Only the “very poor 
need 
federal funds for their care, he 
said, and insisted that social 
security “ would spread to all 
ages” if the presen t p rogram 


is allowed to go unchecked, 
M ishell said p resent legisla­ 
tion fails to provide for those 
over 65 who, even though self- 
sufficient as to everyday liv­ 
ing. cannot pay medical bills 
in event of catastrophe. 


The average cost of private 
health 
insurance 
is 
$250 
a 
year, Mishell said, and such a 
sum is out of reach of most of 
the co u n try ’s aged. He added 
that most private plans are also 
inadequate, 
leaving 
those 
m 
need of care only partly pro­ 
vided for, 
‘ The cost of hospitalization 
has risen 300 per cent in the 
last 
10 years,” 
Mishell said, 
"and it will steadily increase.” 
The Kerr-Mills plan, Mishell 
said, not only fails to provide

W A S H IN G T O N -P — The 
United States wrapped up the 
first week of its nuclear tests 
in the Pacific with its third and 
biggest burst so far in the se­ 
ries — a million-ton blast that 
flashed through cloudy skies 
near Christmas Island. 


As in the first two tests, the 
device yesterday was dropped 
from a plane. But it was at least 
twice as strong as either of the 
earlier shots. 


A joint announcement by the 


Defense Department and the 
Atomic E n e r g y Commission 
said it was in the low megaton 
vieid range—the e x p 1 o s i v e 
equivalent of from one to se\- 
cral million tons of TNT 


The previous shots in Opera­ 
tion Dominic, which got under 
way one week ago yesterday, 
were in the 100.000 to 500.000- 
ton range. 
By contrast, the atom bomb 
that struck Hiroshima in World 
War II was rated at 20,000 tons 
of TNT. 
Yesterday's blast thundered 
over the Pacific at about 8 a.m. 
test site time, or about 1 p.m. 
EST. 
As nuclear w e a p o n e e r s 
checked the results of the ini­ 
tial clutch of tests and pre­ 
pared for blast No. 4. a contro­ 
versy was reported blowing up 
within the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration. The question: What 
steps should the United States 


take to halt future nuclear 
tests after Dominic r u n s its 
course 


Some officials advocate that 
the United States enter a new 
moratorium 
on 
atmospheric 
tests, a reversal of present pol­ 
icy. Others insist that U.S. se­ 
curity requires a formal test 
ban agreement under an inter­ 
national inspection system to 
prevent sneak tests or secret 
preparations for tests. 


Some State Department and 
White House officials are con­ 
cerned the dispute may weak­ 
en the American bargaining 
position in the 17-nation dis­ 
armament conference at Gen­ 
eva.

Canada Devalues 
Dollar, Pegs It At 
92.5 U.S. Cents 


OTTAWA 
- 
Canada d<> 
valued its dollar last night and 
pegged it at 92s? U.S. cents to I 
give a boost to exports and ease 
the nation's chronic foreign 
trade deficit. 
The president of the Cana­ 
dian Manufacturing Assn. said 
he was delighted with the ex­ 
port boost but expressed sur­ 
prise at the new rate, the low­ 
est since Canada adopted a 
free, floating exchange rate in 
September 1950. 
The Canadian dollar had sold 
at, 9514 cents on the exchanges 
for the past two months. 
Finance Minister D o n a l d 
Fleming said in a statement 
announcing the new rate the 
government had taken progres­ 
sive steps to bring the ex­ 
change rate down. The Cana­ 
dian dollar in August 1957 was 
worth $106 1 8 in U.S. cur­ 
rency. 


The drop in the rate is ex­ 
pected to give a strong boost 
to export earnings and to dis­ 
courage import buying by rais­ 
ing import prices in terms of 
Canadian dollars. 
It will mean, among other 
things, costlier vacation trips 
in the United States for Cana­ 
dians and cheaper ones in Can­ 
ada for American tourists. 
For tlu' government, the peg 
ging of the dollar will mean 
t h a t t h e government's ex­ 
change fund will have to inter­ 
vene in the market by buying 
or selling U.S. dollars to en­ 
sure that the exchange rate 
doesn't move farther than one 
percentage point on either side 
of the 92*2 cent rate.

‘•We realized we were at the 
mercy of the seas. But I wasn't 
afraid, even though each day 
our food supplies dwindled. We 
had plenty of water. Mostly, I 
was just bored.” 


Sandra said “ Sure. 1 was 
afraid, but he convinced me 
everything would be okay.” 
The girl, a slender brunette 
and her lean father were in 
good condition physically.

New Planning Commission 
Should Probe Transportation 


The County Board of Supervisors has 
reshuffled the County Planning Com* 
mission and given it a new push on the 
road toward designing bettor develop­ 
ment for Marin. 


It is our hope, therefore, that the new 
seven-member board will give some seri­ 
ous consideration to the problems of 
transportation lacing residents of the 
county. 


There is much to be done in determin­ 
ing what we need in Marin; whether it 
should be mass transit, more highways 
or a combination of both: who should 
have the say as to where the new rout 
ings should be built. 


But right now, no one is doing that 
planning. In fact, the minute someone 
mentions they are interested in doing a 
part of it, some one else comes up to 
snipe them down. 


As an illustration, last week the Cold- 
on (late Bridge directors proposed to 
study feasibility of double decking the 
span. As proposed, four lanes might be 
built under the present traffic deck and 
provide four lanes in each direction 
(with lots of room on top) without the 
danger of head-on crashes and the like. 


Certainly it would not double the ca­ 
pacity of the bridge, or anything near it. 
but as Director Ben Lerer of San Fran­ 
cisco pointed out. it. would help relieve 
traffic congestion temporarily while ad­ 
ditional facilities are being constructed. 
But Marins two legislators, Sen. Jack 
McCarthy and Assemblyman William T. 
Bagiev, see this as a scheme of the 
bridge directors to perpetuate t h e m - 
selves in office. They question the legal 
right of the directors to make such an 
alteration in the bridge. 
And so it will go. someone proposing, 
someone else detracting, until we dis­ 
cover some real leadership in transpor­ 
tation planning. 
We need it badly and w e need it now. 
The longer we wait the more likely it is 
that eventually w e’ll have some agency 
from the outside come in and tell us 
what transportation we are going to 
have, not from our point of view, but 
for the “overall good of the Bay Area." 
Frankly, we hope the county planners 
will take constructive action in a recom­ 
mendation to the supervisors on what is 
the best way for the county to proceed 
to protect our owm transportation inter­ 
ests.

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Government Forming New Attitude Toward Labor? 


B> SAM DAWSON* 
NEW YORK W — The gov­ 
ernment championing of the 
ptihlic interest in wage and 
other labor demands is the 
other side of the coin to its 
pressuring for a price level it 
considers beneficial. 


And a lot of people have 
been wondering out loud v hat 
trends m the government at; 
titude toward labor might be 
developing 


The report of a presiden­ 


tial advisory panel urging 
more power for a president 
to deal with national emer­ 
gency strikes may give a 
clue — more intervention in 
more disputes. 


Rut the wide split among 
panel members as to the roles 
tabor and management are now 
playing shows the issue is "far 
from settled. 
The panel m e m b e r s did 
agree that the White House 
should be allowed to intervene 


directly, rather than through 
the courts as now provided, 
more quickly to get an 80-day 
cooling off period. 


The crux of a new labor pol­ 
icy, if one is to develop, may lie 
in what the panel sidetracked, 
however, rather than what it 
proposed 


That is the dispute which 
has been growing hotter of 
late, Should labor be curbed 
by law from exercising what 
m a n a g e m e n t 
calls 
the 


monopoy 
powers of 
some 
unions? 


The management argument 
is that federal laws put tight 
curbs on corporations’ using 
monopoly powers, but none on 
labor's, if any such powers ex­ 
ist as charged. 


Many think that whatever re­ 
straints the White House may 
be inclined now' to seek on 
wage increases it calls infla­ 
tionary will 
be of doubtful 
strength until the monopoly 


issue is brought out into the 
open and settled one way or 
the other. 
They argue that the govern­ 
ment doesn't have penalties to 
i n v o k e 
against labor as it 
threatened 
against the steel 
companies. 


The political chances of 
the 
monopoly 
issue 
being 
settled to management's sat­ 
isfaction seem slight to most 
observers. 


And without the power to 


impose legal penalties on both 
labor and management, any 
pressure may be left largely to 
what President John F. Ken­ 
nedy told the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce he advocates: ask­ 
ing both sides to use responsi­ 
bility in the public interest. 
One member of the presi­ 
dential panel — Dr, Arthur 
F. Bums, who was chairman of 
the Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers under President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower—rputs the issue 
this way; 


“If the p o w e r of mon 
opolies, whether of business 
or labor, were sufficiently 
curbed by law, there would 
be little or no need for the 
large intrusion of govern­ 
ment into collective bargain­ 
ing recommended in this re- 
port.’’ 


Labor unions deny they have 
m o n o p o l i s t i c powers and 
strongly oppose any suggestion 
they should be brought under 
the antitrust laws.

Could Save Drivers 


DETROIT mb— A unique ex­ 
periment that could sa\e the 
jives of thousands of express­ 
way motorists is underway here 
and safety officials are openly 
optimistic that the results ob­ 
tained will launch a new era in 
traffic control. 
Expressway television' 
is 
the term applied to the experi­ 
ment by federal, state and local 
officials involved in the test. 
It all began more than a 
year ago when the Federal Bu­ 
reau 
of 
Roads 
appropriated 
funds to investigate the possi­ 
bility of using television cam­ 
eras to control high speed traf­ 
fic on limited access highways 
Detroit, which has one of the 
finest expressway systems of 
any major city in America, was 
chosen for the test, with the 
federal government footing 80 
per cent of the $400.000 cost. 


Crews employed 
by the 
public lighting commission 
worked Sunday mornings to 
install television cameras and 
traffic lights along a 3.2-mile 
section of the Lodge Express-

When it goes into effect, a 
traffic expert in the control 
building will sit at a control

traffic conditions at a different 
point along the route. 


With buttons within his 
reach, the man at the con* j 
trols will be able to direct 
(he flow of traffic to suit con­ 
ditions. This will he done by 
means of overhead l i g h t s 
above the traffic lanes. They 
consist of arrows to be light­ 
ed green for “go.” Xs to he 
light 
red 
for 
“stop,' 
and 
numerals which light up to 
regulate the speed limit. 


The traffic director, by push­ 
ing the right button, will be 
able to alert motorists to con­ 
ditions ahead. If. for example, 
he spots an accident, he can 
stop traffic in the affected lane 
and reroute it to an open lane 
At the same time, he can slow 
traffic by means of the numer­ 
als and can halt motorists in 
any or all lanes to allow others 
to move out of the blocked lane 


The signals are at nine 
strategic locations — at off­ 
ramps and Interchanges. As 
a further experiment, three 
of the nine lights are fluores­ 


cent. Three are incandescent 
and three are neon. At the 
end of the test, the safety ex­ 
perts will determine which of 
the lights were easiest to 
read. 


Another benefit pointed out 
by those taking part in the test 
is the ab ility of the control man 
io alert police and ambulances 
almost instantly in the event of 
a serious accident. 
Lodge Expressway lanes were 
built to accommodate 1.500 ve­ 
hicles each hour. Preliminary 
tests have indicated that the 
number i.s reduced on curves 
and at approaches to bridges 
where motorists have a tend­ 
ency 1o slow down. 


\t the same time, the ra­ 
pacity picks up to 2.000 an 
hour where the expressway 
travels 
on 
a 
downgrade. 
These figures were compiled 
by use of the 14 cameras. 


Safety officials said results 
of the 
test 
would 
be 
used 
throughout the nation in the 
design of future expressways 
and in the control of traffic on 
existing expressways

Toward Finding Vaccine For Cold

NEW YORK TPD-A new ob­ 
stacle has been found in the 
rocky scientific path toward a 
preventative 
vaccine 
against 
the common cold, and this one 
may prove to be insurmounta­ 
ble. 


The obstacle is that common 
cold viruses don’t rouse an im­ 
mediate response from defen­ 
sive body chemistry. 
It takes 
six month to a year for chem­ 
istry to produce effective anti­ 
bodies. 


This justifies the people 
who feel they “catch one cold 
after another.” They may— 
and from the same common 
cold virus type. It also com­ 
plicates the development of 
a cold remedy which really 
works. 


But at least this discovery of 
Drs. George Jackson and Harry 
F. Dowling and their scientific 
team at University of Illinois 
explains why it took science 
generations to prove the com 
mon cold invoked a degree of 
immunity against itself. 
That key point was proved 
only a few years ago. 
Until 
then scientists could only as­ 
sume common cold viruses be­ 
haved differently than all oth­ 
er viruses by leaving people 
defenseless against repeat at­ 
tacks. 
The Illinois scientists worked 
with nasal secretions from per­ 
sons with colds. Blood was tak­ 
en from these persons at vari­ 
ous intervals after they had 
gotten over their colds. The se­ 
cretions contained the guilty 
cold 
viruses 
and 
the 
blood 
should have contained defen­ 


sive antibodies against the vi­ 
ruses. 


The blood was put Into 
volunteers, and 
then 
they 
were “challenged” with the 
virus-containing secretions. 
If the blood was high in an­ 
tibodies, the volunteers were 
immunized — they wouldn't 
come down with colds. 


Blood from persons who had 
just recovered from colds pro­ 
tected the volunteers not at all. 
Blood taken from persons a 
few weeks after they recovered 
protected only a few volun­ 
teers. But the blood taken six 
months after recovery, immu­ 


nize.I most of the volunteers. 
Antibodies in the blood of 
the original cold victims still 
were building at this six-month 
stage 
A year after their re­ 
cover'/ their blood protected 
all volunteers innoculated with 
the nasal secretions. Thereaf­ 
ter the effectiveness of the 
blood diminished steadily and 
I at the end of two years was 
gone entirely. 
In reporting to the New Eng­ 
land Journal of Medicine the 
scientists said that if common 
cold viruses generally behaved 
like the viruses involved in 
their studies, “ neither infec- 
1 tion or live-virus vaccines could 


be expected to give a lasting 
immunity ' 
They also concluded peo­ 
ple get over colds not be­ 
cause viruses stimulate anti­ 
bodies but because infected 
cells p r o d u c e substances 
which prevent viral spread 
to other cells. 
This work should not be con­ 
fused with a new program of 
the US. Public Health Service 
to develop vaccines against re­ 
spiratory infections which in a 
loose sense are called “colds ” 
Jackson, Dowling and other sci­ 
entists believe true common 
cold viruses are distinct enti­ 
ties in themselves.

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Marin Barbecue's Granddaddy Was A Fiesta

I 
When a Marin resident tosses 
a steak on the barbecue and 
settles back to enjoy the night 
| air he is unknowingly follow- 
; ing a tradition that was started 
j here 120 years ago. 
During the 1830s and 1840s 
j Marin was settled by a small 
group of men who had been 
given largo land grants by the 
Mexican government that then 
| owned California. 


t 
When these early day land 
; barons entertained, they gave 
' a fiesta— the grandfather of to­ 
day’s barbecue. 


A fiesta was more than a 
one night affair. It lasted two 
, to four days on the average 
and sometimes longer. 


Guests arrived on horseback 
| from as far awray as San Jose. 
Tlte Marin host did his best to 


make t h e 
long, 
dusty 
trip 
worthwhile. 


Whole steers w ere roasted on 
open fires by the Indian serv­ 
ants. 
The 
bull’s 
head 
was 
packed with clav and cooked 
over night in a fire pit a few* 
feet under the ground to be 
served the next day as a deli­ 
cacy. 


After the evening meal the 
e l e g a n t l y 
dressed 
group 
waltzed and polkaed to guitar 
and violin music. The women 
wore bright silk gowns and the 
men velvet jackets and breech­ 
es. The early Californian re­ 
putedly danced all night at 
fiesta time. 


The next day the guests 
were given a choice of join­ 
ing the ladies and the more 
quiet dons at a picnic in the 
woods or the men at t h e 
horse corral. 


Marin’s first settlers enjoyed 
horseracmg and often held im­ 
promptu 
meets 
on 
private 
backyard tracks. 


Others enjoyed fox hunting 
in the best English tradition 
and others spent the afternoons 
bull throwing. 


In this unique sport t h e 
horseman 
galloped 
up to a 
grazing bull, grabbed its tail 
and flipped the animal head 
over heels without breaking 
speed. 


The early Californian was 
considered one of the finest 
horsemen in the world. 


Guests might also choose an 
afternoon 
of 
bear 
lassoing 
They ride into the hills, tracked 
a grisley and lassoed it. 


In 
the 
evening 
everyone 
gathered around the fire pits, 
drank wine, atp a hearty roast 


beef dinner and mov^d nmo the ’ 
dance floor. 
The Americans and Euro-. 
pcans who settled in Marin af­ 
ter California’s admission to 
the 
Union 
in 
1850 
quickly 
adopted the out door way of 
life started by the dons. 


They hunted deer, quail, 
elk, fished sturgeon from the 
bay and rode their horses 
along the same dirt trails 
pounded out of the frontier 
by 
the 
Spanish 
speaking I 
dons. 


The descendents of the origi­ 
nal settlers continued giving 
lavish fiestas until after the 
turn of the century. 
When the railroads came to 
Marin, the county became San j 
Francisco’s picnic grounds. 
The narrow gauge North Pa­ 
cific Coast ran picnic specials 
from Sausalito to San Rafael 


and Fairfax in the late 1800i 
and earl" years of this century. 
The narrow gauge’s rival, the 
San Francisco and North Pa­ 
cific line, also ran picnic sp®- 
cials from Tiburón to San Ra­ 
fael. 


I>ater many of these week­ 
end passengers became early 
Marin residents when they 
built summer homes along 
the slopes of the Ross Val­ 
ley. 


Others flocked to Bolina? to 
enjoy Marin’s out of door’i 
near the ocean and many hiked 
up the slopes of Mount Tamal* 
pais. 
The legacy of outdoor living 
left in Marin by the Spanish 
speaking dons over a century 
ago is enjoyed today on th# 
beaches, mountain trails, deer 
camps and over the backyard 
barbecue.

A seem- 
ingly minor accident or illness, 
such as a bruised finger or a 
headache, often can be enough 
to ruin what would otherwise 
be a fine time.

bandaging cuts, an ammonia in­ 
halant in case of fainting, a 
tube of balm to protect lips 
from extreme wind-bum or 
sunburn, about six antiseptic* 
ally treated cotton swab sticks 
for disinfecting open wounds, 
and a small vial of antimotion 
sickness pills. 


With these supplies and some 
knowledge of first aid, you can 
help reduce the discomforts of 
minor accidents.

to enjoy camping. 
Midweek 
a n d 
off-season 
camping there offer all the 
thrills of summertime camping 
w'lth less of the small incon­ 
veniences. 
The combination of Taylor 
Parks proximity and ownership 
of a camping setup like the VW 
make it doubly attractive. 
A typical midweek camping 
excursion by the Ken Molino 
family, of San Rafael, usually 
starts about mid-afternoon on 
an impulse brought on by too 
hot weather or just an urge to 
get away from routine for a 
brief period. 
The unexpected call home, j

down for the night. 
No alarm clocks ara needed 
on this sort of outing. The first 
light of dawn brings sounds of 
the awakening of Taylor Park’s 
year-around 
residents. 
Then 
there is the smell of campfires 
being started, bacon frying, 
and it’s time to get up. 
Usually while breakfast is 
being prepared on these over­ 
night jaunts father has time 
for a hot shower in one of the 
park’s strategically located fa*j 
eilities.

Peace Corps 
Heading For 


PEA C E CORPS TOWN, Phil- 
lippines IUPD—A team of young, 
dedicated Americans is shap­ 
ing up a new and effective con 
cept in international diplomacy 
in Philippine rural areas. 
In this typical town, which 
c ould be anyw here in I he Phil­ 
ippines, President John F Ken­ 
nedy has launched the Peace 
Corps program's first experi­ 
ment in Asia. 
The Peace Corps volunteers 
who will live and work for two 
years with residents in Philip­ 
pine barrios (villages) are prov 
ing to be enthusiastic diplo- 
mats-vuih-out-port folios with an 
eye for better Philippine \mcr 
nan relations. 
During their two year tours 
in the barrios, the voltinterrs 
will serve as educational aides 
in English, science and mat he 
maties in the schools and assist 
in better community living. 
Extensively trained and tu­ 
tored in different aspects of 
the Filipino way of life1, they 
are getting accustomed to liv- 
: mg in modestly furnished ru­ 
ral Filipino homes, eating rice 
with their meals and swapping 
greetings in the local dialect 
with the residents. 
The volunteers, 
mostly in 
their 20 s and fresh from col­ 
lege, get no actual salary licit 
; they receive 
monthly allow 
antes of 210 pesos f$ 105> each 
which are for board and lodg 
mg and other personal expens­ 
es. 
The work in groups of four 
in each barrio, where they chip 
in for the rent of a small house 
and sometimes the employment 
of a cook and a iaundrywoman 
In the morning, they all go 
to their assigned schools to 
teach, and return home late in 
the afternoon. 
The response to the Peace 
Corps program by the residents 
has 
exceeded 
expectations. 
Their special “ fans” are the 
children who, everywhere they 
go, flock to them and excitedly 
call out “ Americana! America­ 
na!” 
(American 
women) 
or 
“ Americano!” for the men vol­ 
unteers, 


Barely a month after their 
arrival, 
the volunteers 
have 
plunged into their work with 
enthusiasm One is helping run 
a health clinic when not in 
school, others have helped con­ 
struct a school fence, 
while 
some have received the pledges 
of Youth Leagues put up by 
Filipinos themselves to work 
with the volunteers. 
Armed with a desire to make 
friends and a dedication to 
work, the volunteers are on 
their way to writing a new 
chapter in international diplo­ 
macy.
